An Act to establish and incorporate a teaching and affiliating University in the 
. State of Arunachal Pradesh and to provide for matters connected 

. therewith or incidental thereto . 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifty -seventh Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 


: 1. (1 ) This Act may be called the Rajiv GandhiUniversity Act, 2006. 

Short title and 

commencement. 
( 2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Governmentmay, by notification 
in the OfficialGazette , appoint. 

2 . In this Act, and in all Statutes made hereunder , unless the context otherwise Definitions. 
requires, 

( a ) “ Academic Council” means the Academic Council of the University ; 

(b ) “ academic staft means such categories of staff as are designated as academic 
staff by the Ordinances; 
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( C) “ Affiliated College” means a college admitted to the privileges of the 
University ; 

( d ) “ Approved Institution " means an Institution approved by the University for 
offering programmes of study leading to a certificate or diploma or both , not being an 
institution imparting programmes of study leading to a degree; 

(e ) “ Approved teachers " means such persons as may be approved by the 
University for the purpose of imparting instruction in an Approved Institution ; 

( “ Board of Studies” means the Board of Studies of the University ; 

(g ) “ Chancellor ”,“ Vice-Chancellor” and “ Pro -Vice-Chancellor” mean , respectively, 
the Chancellor , Vice -Chancellor and Pro - Vice- Chancellor of the University ; 

(h ) “ College Development Council” means the College Development Councilof 
the University ; 

(i) " Constituent College” means a college maintained by the University ; 
0 ) " Court " means the Court of the University ; 
( k )“ Department" means a Department of Studies and includes a Centre of Studies; 

(1) distance education system ” means the system of imparting education 
through any means of communication , such as broadcasting , telecasting , 
correspondence courses, seminars , contact programmes or the combination of any 
two or more such means ; 

(m ) " employee" means any person appointed by the University and includes 
teachers and other staff of the University ; 

( n ) " Executive Council” means the Executive Council of the University ; 
( 0 ) “ Faculty " means a Faculty of the University ; 

( 0 ) " Hall” means a unit of residence or of corporate life for the students of the . 
University , or of a College or an institution , maintained by the University ; 

(9 ) " Institution ” means an academic institution , notbeing a College, maintained 
by, or admitted to the privileges of, the University ; 

( r ) “ Principal" means the Head of a College or an Institution maintained by the 
University and includes ,where there is no Principal, the person for the time being duly 
appointed to act as Principal, and in the absence of the Principal, or the acting Principal, 
a Vice -Principal duly appointed as such ; 

(s ) " recognised teachers " means such persons as may be recognised by the 
University for the purpose of imparting instructions in a College or an Institution 
admitted to the privileges of the University ; 

(1) “ Regulations" means the Regulations made by any authority of the University 
under this Act for the time being in force ; 

( u ) “ Statutes" and " Ordinances” mean , respectively , the Statutes and the 
Ordinances of the University for the time being in force; 

( v ) “ teachers of the University " means Professors , Readers , Lecturers and such 
other persons as may be appointed for imparting instruction or conducting research in 
the University or in any College or Institution maintained by the University and are 
designated as teachers by the Ordinances ; 

(w ) “ University ” means the Rajiv Gandhi University established and incorporated 
as a University under this Act. 
3. (1 ) The Rajiv Gandhi University in the State of Arunachal Pradesh, established Arunachal 

Pradesh Act 1 
under the Rajiv Gandhi University Act, 1984 , shall be established as a body corporate under Frauen

this Act by the samename of “ Rajiv Gandhi University " .

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( 2) The first Chancellor, the first Vice- Chancellor and the first members of the Court , the 
Executive Council and the Academic Council , and all persons who may hereafter become 
such officers ormembers , so long as they continue to hold such office or membership , shall 
constitute the University . 

( 3 ) The University shall have perpetual succession and a common seal and shall sue 
and be sued by the said name. 

(4 ) The headquarters of the University shall be at Itanagar. 
4 . On and from the date of commencement of this Act, --

( a ) any reference to the Rajiv Gandhi University in any contract or other of the 
instrument shall be deemed as a reference to the University ;

(b ) all property,movable and immovable , of or belonging to the Rajiv Gandhi 
University shall vest in the University ; 

(c ) all rights and liabilities of the Rajiv Gandhi University shall be transferred to , 
and be the rights and liabilities of the University ; 

( d ) every person employed by the Rajiv Gandhi University immediately before 
the commencement of this Act shall hold his office or service in the University by the 
same tenure, at the same remuneration and upon the same terms and conditions and 
with the same rights and privileges as to pension , leave, gratuity , provident fund and 
other matters as he would have held the same if this Act had not been enacted , and 
shall continue to do so unless and until his employment is terminated or until such 
tenure, remuneration and terms and conditions are duly altered by the Statutes : 

Provided that if the alteration so made is not acceptable to such employee , his 
employmentmay be terminated by the University in accordance with the term of the 
contract with the employee or, if no provision ismade therein in this behalf, on payment 
to him by the University of compensation equivalent to three months remuneration in 
case of permanent employees and one month s remuneration in the case of other 
employees: 

Provided further that every person employed before the commencement of this 
Act , pending the execution of a contract under section 36 , shall be deemed to have 
been appointed in accordance with the provisions of a contract consistent with the 
provisions of this Act and the Statutes :

Provided also that any reference, by whatever form of words, to the Vice 
Chancellor and Pro - Vice -Chancellor of the Rajiv Gandhi University in any law for the 
time being in force , or in any instrument or other document, shall be construed as a 
reference respectively to the Vice -Chancellor and the Pro - Vice- Chancellor of the 
University ; 

(e ) the Vice-Chancellor of the Rajiv Gandhi University , appointed under the 
provisions of the Rajiv Gandhi University Act, 1984 , shall be deemed to have been 
appointed as the Vice- Chancellor under this Act , and shall hold office for a period of 
three months or till such time the first Vice - Chancellor is appointed under section 47 of 
the Act, whichever is earlier; and 

all Colleges , Institutions, Faculties and Departments affiliated to , or admitted 
to the privileges of, ormaintained by the Rajiv Gandhi University shall stand affiliated 

to , or admitted to the privilege of, or maintained by, the University . 
. . 5. The objects of the University shall be to disseminate and advance knowledge by Objects of the

development of the State of Arunachal Pradesh ; and to pay special attention to the improvement 
of the social and economic conditions and welfare of the people of that State , their intellectual, 
academic and cultural development. 
6 . The University shall have the following powers , namely : -- 

(i) to provide for instructions in such branches of learning as the University 
may, from time to time , determine and to make provisions for research and for the 
advancement and dissemination of knowledge; 

(ii) to grant, subject to such conditions as the University may determine, diplomas 
or certificates to , and confer degrees or other academic distinctions on the basis of 
examinations, evaluation or any other method of testing, on persons, and to withdraw 
any such diplomas , certificates, degrees or other academic distinctions for good and 
sufficient cause; 

( iii ) to organise and to undertake extramural studies, training and extension 
services ; 

( iv ) to confer honorary degrees or other distinctions in themanner prescribed by 
the Statutes ; 

(v ) to provide facilities through the distance education system to such persons 
as itmay determine; 

( vi) to institute Principalships, Professorships, Readerships, Lecturerships and 
other teaching or academic positions, required by the University and to appoint persons 
to such Principalships, Professorships, Readerships, Lecturerships or other teaching 
or academic positions; 

( vii) to recognise an Institution of higher learning for such purposes as the 
University may determine and to withdraw such recognition ; 

( viii) to recognise persons for imparting instructions in any College or Institution 
admitted to the privileges of the University ; 

( ix ) to appoint persons working in any other University or educational institution 
as teachers of the University for a specified period: 

(x ) to create administrative,ministerial and other posts and to make appointments 
thereto ; 

(xi) to co -operate or collaborate or associate with any other University or authority 
or Institution of higher learning in such manner and for such purposes as the University 
may determine ; 

(xii ) to establish , with the prior approval of the CentralGovernment, such Centres 
and specialised laboratories or other units for research and instruction as are , in the 
opinion of the University , necessary for the furtherance of its objects ; 

(xiii) to institute and award fellowships, scholarships, studentships,medals and 
prizes: 

( xiv ) to establish and maintain Colleges, Institutions and Halls ; 

( xv ) to make provision for research and advisory services and for that purpose 
to enter into such arrangements with other institutions, industrial or other organisations, 
as the University may deem necessary ; 

(xvi) to organise and conduct refresher courses,workshops, seminars and other 
programmes for teachers, evaluators and other academic staff ; 

( xvii) to admit to its privileges Colleges and Institutions within the State of 
Arunachal Pradesh not maintained by the University ; to withdraw all or any of those 
privileges in accordance with such conditions as may be prescribed by the Statutes; to 
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recognise , guide, supervise, and control Halls not maintained by the University and 
other accommodatiort for students , and to withdraw any such recognition ; 

(xviii) to appoint on contract or otherwise visiting Professors, Emeritus Professors, 
Consultants, Scholars and such other persons who may contribute to the advancement 
of the objects of the University ; 

( xir ) to confer autonomous status on a College or an Institution or a Department, 
as the case may be, in accordance with the Statutes ; . 

(xx ) to determine standards of admission to the University , which may include 
examination , evaluation or any other method of testing; 

( xxi) to demand and receive payment of fees and other charges ; . . 

( xxit ) to supervise the residences of the students of the University and to make 
arrangements for promoting their health and general welfare ; 

( xxiii) to lay down conditions of service of all categories of employees , including 
their code of conduct ; 

. (xxiv ) to regulate and enforce discipline among the students and the employees, 
and to take such disciplinary measures in this regard as may be deemed by the 
University to be necessary; 

( xxv) to make arrangements for promoting the health and general welfare of the 
employees ; 

(xxvi) to receive benefactions, donations and gifts and to acquire , hold and 
manage, and to dispose of , with the previous approval of the CentralGovernment, any 
property , movable or immovable , including trust and endowment properties for the 
purposes of the University ; 

(xxvii ) to borrow , with the approval of the Central Government, on the security 
of the property of the University , money for the purposes of the University ; 

( xxviii ) to do all such other acts and things as may be necessary , incidental or 
conducive to the attainment of all or any of its objects . 

7. (1) The jurisdiction of the University shall extend to the whole of the State of Jurisdiction . 
Arunachal Pradesh . 

(2) Notwithstanding anything in any other law for the time being in force , no educational 
institution within the State of Arunachal Pradesh shall be associated in any way with or be 
admitted to any privileges of any other University incorporated by law in India , and any such 
privileges granted by any such other University to an educational institution within the 
State of Arunachal Pradesh prior to the commencement of this Act shall be deemed to be 
withdrawn on the commencement of this Act: 

Provided that the Central Governmentmay, by order in writing, direct that the provisions 
of this sub -section shall not apply in case of any educational institution specified in the 
order . 

8 . The University shall be open to persons of either sex and of whatever caste , creed , University 
race or class, and it shall not be lawful for the University to adopt or impose on any person , open to all 

classes , castes 
any test whatsoever of religious belief or profession in order to entitle him to be appointed as 

and creed . 
a teacher of the University or to hold any other office therein or be admitted as a student in 
the University or to graduate thereat or to enjoy or exercise any privilege thereof: 

Provided that nothing in this section shallbe deemed to prevent the University from 
making special provisions for the employment or admission ofwomen , persons with disabilities 
or of persons belonging to the weaker sections of the society and , in particular, of the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes. 
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The Visitor 


9 . (1) The President of India shall be the Visitor of the University . 

( 2) The Visitor may, from time to time, appoint one or more persons to review the work 
and progress of the University , including Colleges and Institutions maintained by it, and to 
submit a report thereon ; and upon receipt of that report , the Visitor may , after obtaining the 
views of the Executive Council thereon through the Vice - Chancellor, take such action and 
issue such directions as he considers necessary in respect of any of the matters dealt with in 
the report and the University shall be bound to comply with such directions. 

(3 ) The Visitor shall have the right to cause an inspection to be made by such person 
or persons as he may direct, of the University , its buildings , libraries, laboratories and 
equipment, and of any College or Institution maintained by the University or admitted to its 
privileges ; and also of the examinations, teaching and other work conducted or done by the 
University and to cause an inquiry to be made in like manner in respect of any matter 
connected with the administration or finances of the University , Colleges or Institutions. 

( 4 ) The Visitor shall , in every matter referred to in sub -section (3 ) , give notice of his 
intention to cause an inspection or inquiry to bemade, - - 

( a ) to the University , if such inspection or inquiry is to bemade in respect of the 
University or any College or Institution maintained by it, or 

(b ) to the management of the College or Institution , if the inspection or inquiry is 
to be made in respect of College or Institution admitted to the privileges of the University, 
and the University or themanagement, as the case may be, shall have the right to make such 
representations to the Visitor, as it may consider necessary , 

( 5) After considering the representations, if any, made by the University or the 
management, as the case may be, the Visitor may cause to be made such inspection or inquiry 
as is referred to in sub - section (3 ). 

( 0 ) Where any inspection or inquiry has been caused to be made by the Visitor, the 
University or the management shall be entitled to appoint a representative , who shall have 
the right to be present and be heard at such inspection or inquiry . 

( 7) The Visitormay, if the inspection or inquiry is made in respect of the University or 
any College or Institution maintained by it , address the Vice - Chancellor with reference to the 
result of such inspection or inquiry together with such views and advice with regard to the 
action to be taken thereon , as the Visitor may be pleased to offer , and on receipt of address 
made by the Visitor, the Vice - Chancellor shall communicate , to the Executive Council, the 
views of the Visitor with such advice as the Visitor may offer upon the action to be taken 
thereon . 

(8 ) The Visitor may, if the inspection or inquiry is made in respect of any College or 
Institution admitted to the privileges of the University , address the management concerned 
through the Vice -Chancellor with reference to the result of such inspection or inquiry , his 
views thereon and such advice as he may be pleased to offer upon the action to be taken 
thereon . 

(9 ) The Executive Council or themanagement, as the case may be, shall communicate, 
through the Vice - Chancellor to the Visitor such action , if any, as it proposes to take or has 
been taken upon the result of such inspection or inquiry. 

( 10 ) Where, the Executive Council or themanagement, does not, within a reasonable 
time, take action to the satisfaction of the Visitor, the Visitor may, after considering any 
explanation furnished or representation made by the Executive Council or the management, 
issue such directions as he may think fit and the Executive Council or the management,as the 
case may be, shall comply with such directions. 

( 11) Without prejudice to the foregoing provisions of this section , the Visitor may, by 
order in writing , annul any proceeding of the University which is not in conformity with the 
Act, the Statutes or the Ordinances : 
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Provided that before making any such order , he shall call upon the Registrar to show 
cause why such an order should not bemade, and , if any cause is shown within a reasonable 
time, he shall consider the same. 

( 12 ) The Visitor shall have such other powers as may be prescribed by the Statutes . 

10 . The Governor of the State of ArunachalPradesh shall be the Chief Rector of the The Chief

(2 ) The Chancellor shall, by virtue of his office , be the head of the University and shall, 
if present, preside at the Convocations of the University held for conferring degrees and 
meetings of the Court . 
13. ( 1) The Vice- Chancellor shall be appointed by the Visitor in such manner as may be The Vice

( 2 ) The Vice- Chancellor shall be the principal executive and academic officer of the 
University and shall exercise general supervision and control over the affairs ofthe University 
and give effect to the decisions of all the authorities of the University . 

( 3 ) The Vice- Chancellormay, if he is of the opinion that immediate action is necessary 
on any matter, exercise any power conferred on any authority of the University by or under 
this Act and shall report to such authority at its nextmeeting the action taken by him on such 
matter : 


Provided that if the authority concerned is of the opinion that such action ought not to 
have been taken , itmay refer the matter to the Visitor whose decision thereon shall be final: 

Provided further that any person in the service of the University who is aggrieved by 
the action taken by the Vice -Chancellor under this sub -section shall have the right to represent 
against such action to the Executive Council within three months from the date on which 
decision on such action is communicated to him and thereupon the Executive Council may 
confirm , modify or reverse the action taken by the Vice -Chancellor. 

(4 ) The Vice -Chancellor, if he is ofthe opinion that any decision of any authority of the 
University is beyond the powers of the authority conferred by the provisions of this Act, the 
Statutes or the Ordinances or that any decision taken is not in the interest of the University, 
may ask the authority concerned to review its decision within sixty days of such decision 
and if the authority refuses to review the decision either in whole or in part or no decision is 
taken by it within the said period of sixty days, the matter shall be referred to the Visitor 
whose decision thereon shall be final. 
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(5 ) The Vice- Chancellor shall exercise such other powers and perform such other 

duties as may be prescribed by the Statutes or the Ordinances.

(a ) to review , from time to time, the broad policies and programmes ofthe University 
and to suggest measures for the improvement and development of the University ; 

( b ) to consider and pass resolutions on the annual report and the annual accounts 
of the University and the audit report on such accounts ; 

( c ) to advise the Visitor in respect of any matter which may be referred to it for 
advice ; and 

(d ) to perform such other functions as may be prescribed by the Statutes.

(i) the procedure for arbitration in cases of dispute between employees or 
students and the University ; 

(i) the procedure for appeal to the Executive Council by any employee or student 
against the action of any officer or authority of the University ; 

(k) the conferment of autonomous status on a College or an Institution or a . 
Department; 

(1) the establishment and abolition of Faculties , Departments, Centres , Halls , 
Colleges and Institutions; 

(m ) the conferment of honorary degrees ; 

( n ) the withdrawal of degrees , diplomas , certificates and other academic 
distinctions ; 
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( 0 ) the conditions under which Colleges and Institutionsmay be admitted to the 
privileges of the University and the withdrawal of such privileges; 

( ) the management of Colleges and Institutions established by the University ; 
( 9 ) the delegation ofpowers vested in the authorities or officers of the University; 
( r ) the maintenance of discipline among the employees and students ; and 

(s ) all other matters which by this Act are to be or may be provided for by the 
Statutes. 
30 . ( 1) The first Statutes are those set out in the Schedule . 

(2 ) The Executive Council may, from time to time,make new or additional Statutes or 
may amend or repeal the Statutes referred to in sub -section (1 ): 

Provided that the Executive Council shall not make , amend or repeal any Statutes 
affecting the status, powers or constitution of any authority of the University until such 
authority has been given an opportunity of expressing an opinion in writing on the proposed 
changes, and any opinion so expressed shail be considered by the Executive Council. 

(3 ) Every new Statute or addition to the Statutes or any amendment or repeal of a 
Statute shall require the assent of the Visitor who may assent thereto or withhold assent or 
remit to the Executive Council for re - consideration . 

( 4 ) A new Statute or a Statute amending or repealing an existing Statute shall have no 
validity unless it has been assented to by the Visitor.

: (n ) the supervision of management of Colleges and Institutions admitted to the 
privileges of the University ;

( ) all other matters which by this Act or the Statutes, are to be or may be , 
provided for by the Ordinances. 

( 2) The first Ordinances shall be made by the Vice-Chancellor with the previous approval 
of the CentralGovernment and the Ordinances so made may be amended , repealed or added 
to at any time by the Executive Council in the manner prescribed by the Statutes : 

Provided that till such time as the first Ordinances are not so made by the Vice 
Chancellor, in respect of the matters that are to be provided for by the Ordinances under this 
Act and the Statutes, the relevant provisions of the Statutes and the Ordinances of the Rajiv 
Gandhi University in force immediately before the commencement of this Act shall be 
applicable insofar as they are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act and the 
Statutes.

1. ( 1) The Chancellor shall be appointed by the Visitor from a panel of not less than the Chancellor.

( 5) The emoluments and other conditions of service of the Vice -Chancellor shall be as 
follows: 

(O) the Vice - Chancellor shall be paid a monthly salary and allowances , other than 
house rent allowance, at the rates fixed by the Central Government from time to time 
and he shall be entitled ,without payment of rent, to use a furnished residence throughout 
his term of office and no charge shall fall on the Vice- Chancellor in respect of the 
maintenance of such residence. 

( ii ) the Vice- Chancellor shall be entitled to such terminal benefits and allowances 
as may be fixed by the CentralGovernment from timeto time: 

Provided that where an employee ofthe University, or a College or an Institution 
maintained by, or admitted to the privileges of the University , or of any other University 
or any College or Institution maintained by or admitted to the privileges of, such other 
University , is appointed as the Vice -Chancellor , he may be allowed to continue to 
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contribute to any provident fund of which he is a member and the University shall 
contribute to the account of such person in that provident fund at the same rate at 
which the person had been contributing immediately before his appointment as the 
Vice -Chancellor: 

Provided further that where such employee had been member of any pension 
scheme, the University shall make the necessary contribution to such scheme. 

( iii) The Vice - Chancellor shall be entitled to travelling allowance at such rates as 
may be fixed by the Executive Council . 

( iv ) The Vice -Chancellor shall be entitled to leave on full pay at the rate of thirty 
days in a calendar year and the leave shall be credited to his account in advance in two 
half -yearly instalments of fifteen days each on the first day of January and July every 
year: 

Provided that if the Vice -Chancellor assumes or relinquishes charge of the office 
of the Vice - Chancellor during the currency of a half year, the leave shall be credited 
proportionately at the rate of two and -a -half days for each completed month of service . 

(v) In addition to the leave referred to in sub - clause ( iv ), the Vice- Chancellor 
shall also be entitled to half- pay leave at the rate of twenty days for each completed 
year of service, and half-pay leave may also be availed of as commuted leave on full 
pay on medical certificate : 

Provided thatwhen such commuted leave is availed of, twice the amount of half 
pay leave shall be debited against half -pay leave due. 

( 6 ) If the office of the Vice -Chancellor becomes vacant due to death , resignation or 
otherwise, or if he is unable to perform his duties due to ill -health or any other cause , the Pro 
Vice -Chancellor shall perform the duties ofthe Vice -Chancellor : 

Provided that if the Pro - Vice- Chancellor is not available , the senior-most Professor 
shall perform the duties of the Vice - Chancellor until a new Vice - Chancellor assumes office or 
the existing Vice- Chancellor resumes the duties of his office , as the case may be . 

3. ( 1) The Vice - Chancellor shall be ex officio Chairman of the Executive Council, the 
Academic Council and the Finance Committee and shall , in the absence of the Chancellor, 
preside at the Convocations held for conferring degrees and at meetings of the Court .

4 . ( 1) The Pro - Vice- Chancellor shall be appointed by the Executive Council on the 
recommendation of the Vice - Chancellor: 

Provided thatwhere the recommendation of the Vice- Chancellor is not accepted by the 
Executive Council, the matter shall be referred to the Visitor who may either appoint the 
person recommended by the Vice- Chancellor or ask the Vice -Chancellor to recommend another 
person to the Executive Council:

(b ) to issue all notices convening meetings of the Court , the Executive Council, 
the Academic Council , the College Development Council and of any Committees 
appointed by those authorities ; 

(c ) to keep the minutes of all the meetings of the Court, the Executive Council, 
the Academic Council, the College Development Council and of any Committees 
appointed by those authorities ; 

(d ) to conduct the official correspondence of the Court , the Executive Council, 
the Academic Council and the College Development Council; 

( e ) to supply to the Visitor, copies of the agenda of the meetings of the authorities 
of the University as soon as they are issued and the minutes of such meetings ; 

to represent the University in suits or proceedings by or against the University , 
sign powers of attorney and verify pleadings or depute his representative for the 
purpose ; and 

(8 ) to perform such other duties as may be specified in the Statutes , the Ordinances 
or the Regulations or as may be required from timeto time, by the Executive Council or 
the Vice -Chancellor . 

7. (1 ) The Finance Officer shall be appointed by the Executive Council on the 
recommendations of a Selection Committee constituted for the purpose and he shall be a 
whole - time salaried officer of the University . 

( 2) The Finance Officer shall be appointed for a term of five years and shall be eligible 
for re- appointment. 

( 3 ) The emoluments and other terms and conditions of service of the Finance Officer 
shall be such as may be prescribed by the Executive Council from time to time:

) ensure that the registers of buildings, land , furniture and equipment are 
maintained up - to -date and that stock - checking is conducted , of equipment and other 
consumable materials in all offices, Departments , University , Institutes, Centres and 
Specialised Laboratories ;

(xiv ) to appoint examiners and moderators and , if necessary , to remove them , 
and to fix their fees, emoluments and travelling and other allowances, after consulting 
the Academic Council ; -

(xvi) to make such special arrangements as may be necessary for the residence 
of women students;

Removal of 27. ( 1) Where there is an allegation ofmisconduct against a teacher , a member of the 
employees of academic staff or other employee of the University , the Vice -Chancellor, in the case of the 
the University. 

teacher or a member of the academic staff , and the authority competent to appoint ( hereinafter 
referred to as the appointing authority ) in the case of other employee may , by order in 
writing, place such teacher ,member of the academic staff or other employee, as the case may 
be, under suspension and shall forthwith report to the Executive Council the circumstances 
in which the order was made : 


Provided that the Executive Council may, if it is of the opinion , that the circumstances 
of the case do notwarrant the suspension of the teacher or a member of the academic staff , 
revoke such order .

(4) No teacher, member of the academic staff or other employee shall be removed under 
clause (2 ) or clause ( 3 ) unless he has been given a reasonable opportunity of showing cause 
against the action proposed to be taken in regard to him . 

(5 ) The removal of a teacher, member of the academic staff or other employee shall take 
effect from the date on which the order of removal is made : 

Provided that where the teacher ,member of the academic staff or other employee is 
under suspension at the time of his removal, such removal shall take effect from the date on 
which he was placed under suspension . 

( Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing provisions of this Statute , a 
teacher ,member of the academic staff or other employee may resign , 

(a ) if he is a permanent employee , only after giving three months notice in 
writing to the Executive Council or the appointing authority , as the case may be, or by 
paying three months salary in lieu thereof; 

(b ) if he is not a permanent employee , only after giving one month s notice in 
writing to the Executive Council or, as the case may be , the appointing authority or by 
paying one month s salary in lieu thereof: 

Provided that such resignation shall take effect only on the date on which the 
resignation is accepted by the Executive Council or the appointing authority , as the 
case may be .

( 2) The Executive Council may, by a resolution passed by a majority of not less than 
two- thirds of the members present and voting, withdraw , with the previous sanction of the 
Visitor, any honorary degree conferred by the University .

(2 ) There shall be a Proctor of the University to assist the Vice- Chancellor in the students of the 
exercise of the powers referred to in clause (1 ), who shall be appointed by the Executive Universtiy . 
Council from amongst the Professors and Readers in the manner prescribed by the Ordinances . 

( 3) The Vice -Chancellor may delegate all or any ofthe powers referred to in clause ( 1) , 
as he deems proper, to the Proctor and to such other officers as he may specify in this 
behalf . 
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( 4 ) Without prejudice to the generality of his powers relating to the maintenance of 
discipline and taking such action , as may seem to him appropriate for the maintenance of 
discipline , the Vice - Chancellor may, in exercise of such powers , by order , direct that any 
student or students be expelled or rusticated , for a specified period , or be not admitted to a 
course or courses of study in a College, Institution or Department or a Faculty of the University 
for a stated period , or be punished with fine for an amount to be specified in the order, or be 
debarred from taking an examination or examinations conducted by the University , College , 
institution or Department or a Faculty for one or more years, or that the results of the student 
or students concerned in the examination or examinations in which he or they have appeared 
be cancelled 


(5 ) The Principals of Colleges, Institutions, Deans of Faculties and Heads of teaching 
Departments in the University shall have the authority to exercise all such disciplinary 
powers over the students in their respective Colleges, Institutions, Faculties and teaching 
Departments in the University, asmay be necessary for the proper conduct of such Colleges , 
Institutions, Faculties and teaching Departments . 

(6 ) Without prejudice to the powers of the Vice - Chancellor and the Principal and other 
persons specified in clause (5 ) , detailed rules of discipline and proper conduct shall be made 
by the University . The Principals of Colleges , Institutions, Deans of Faculties and Heads of 
teaching Departments in the University may also make such supplementary rules as they 
deem necessary for the purposes stated therein . 

(7 ) At the time of admission , every student shall be required to sign a declaration to the 
effect that he submits himself to the disciplinary jurisdiction of the Vice - Chancellor and other 
authorities of the University . 

31. All powers relating to discipline and disciplinary action in relation to students of a 
College or an Institution not maintained by the University , shall vest in the Principal of the 
College or Institution , as the case may be , in accordance with the procedure prescribed by 
the Ordinances .

32 . ( 1 ) Colleges and other Institutions situated within the jurisdiction of the University 
may be admitted to such privileges of the University as the Executive Council and the 
College Development Councilmay decide on the following conditions , namely : 

(i) Every such College or Institution shall have a regularly constituted Governing 
Body , consisting ofnotmore than fifteen persons approved by the Executive Council 
and including among others , two teachers of the University to be nominated by the 
Executive Council and three representatives of the teaching staff of whom the Principal 
of the College or Institution shall be one. The procedure for appointment ofmembers 
ofthe Governing Body and othermatters affecting the management of a College or an 
Institution shall be prescribed by the Ordinances: 

Provided that the said condition shall not apply in the case of Colleges and 
Institutions maintained by Government which shall, however , have an Advisory 
Committee consisting of not more than fifteen persons which shall consist of among 
others , three teachers including the Principal of the College or Institution , and two 
teachers of the University nominated by the Executive Council . 

( ii ) Every such College or Institution shall satisfy the Executive Council and the 
College Development Council on the following matters , namely : 

( a ) the suitability and adequacy of its accommodation and equipment for 
teaching ; 

(b ) the qualifications and adequacy of its teaching staff and the conditions 
of their service ; 
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(c ) the arrangements for the residence , welfare ,discipline and supervision 
of students ; 

(d ) the adequacy of financial provision made for the continued maintenance 
of the College or Institution , and 

(e ) such other matters as are essential for themaintenance of the standards 
of University education . 

(ii) No College or Institution shall be admitted to any privilegesofthe University 
except on the recommendation of the Academic Council made after considering the 
report of a Committee of Inspection appointed for the purpose by the Academic Council. 

( iv ) Colleges and Institutions desirous of admission to any privileges of the 
University shall be required to intimate their intention to do so in writing so as to reach 
the Registrar not later than the 15th August , preceding the year from which permission 
applied for is to have effect . 

(v ) A College or an Institution shall not, without the previous permission of the 
Executive Council, College Development Council and the Academic Council, suspend 
instruction in any subject or course of study which it is authorised to teach and teaches . 

(2 ) Appointment to the teaching staff and Principal of Colleges or Institutions admitted 
to the privileges of the University shall be made in themanner prescribed by the Ordinances : 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to Colleges and Institutionsmaintained 
by Government. 


(3) The service conditions of the administrative and other non -academic staff of every 
College or Institution referred to in clause ( 2) shall be such asmay be laid down in the Ordinances: 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to Colleges and Institutionsmaintained 
by Government . 

( 4) Every College or Institution admitted to the privileges of the University shall be 
inspected at least once in every two academic years by a Committee appointed by the 
Academic Council, and the report of the Committee shall be submitted to the Academic 
Council ,which shall forward the same to the College Development Council and Executive 
Council with such recommendations as it may deem fit to make. . 

(5 ) The College Development Council and the Executive Council , after considering the 
report and the recommendations, if any, of the Academic Council, shall forward a copy of the 
report to the Governing Body of the College or Institution with such remarks , if any, as they 
may deem fit for suitable action . 


( 6 ) The Executive Councilmay, after consulting the College Development Council and 
Academic Council,withdraw any privileges granted to a College or an Institution , at any time 
it considers that the College or Institution does not satisfy any of the conditions on the 
fulfilment of which the College or Institution was admitted to such privileges : 

Provided that before any privileges are so withdrawn , the Governing Body of the 
College or Institution concerned shall be given an opportunity to represent to the Executive 
Council as to why such action should not be taken . 


(7) Subject to the conditions set forth in clause (1), the Ordinances may prescribe 

(i) such other conditions as may be considered necessary ; and 
. . ( ii) the procedure for the admission of Colleges and Institutions to the privileges 

of the University and for the withdrawal of those privileges.

Disqualifications 36 . ( 1) A person shall be disqualified for being chosen as, and for being, a member of 

any of the authorities of the University - - 

(i) if he is of unsound mind; 
(ii) if he is an undischarged insolvent; 

( iii ) if he has been convicted by a court of law of an offence involving moral 
turpitude and sentenced in respect thereof to imprisonment for not less than six months . 

( 2) If any question arises as to whether a person is or had been subjected to any of the 
disqualificationsmentioned in clause ( 1 ), the question shall be referred to the Visitor and his 
decision shall be final and no suit or other proceeding shall lie in any civil court against such 

decision .

Provided that the condition relating to the completion of one year s membership shall

40. ( 1) There shall be constituted in the University , a Students Council for every 
Council. 

academic year , consisting of - 

(1) the Dean of Students Welfare who shall be the Chairman of the Students 
Council; 

( ii) twenty students to be nominated by the Academic Council on the basis of 
merit in studies, sports and extra -curricular activities ; and 

( iii) such number of elected representatives of students as may be specified by 
the Academic Council : 

Provided that any student of the University shallhave the right to bring up any matter 
concerning the University before the Students Council if so permitted by the Chairman , and 
he shall have the right to participate in the discussions at any meeting when the matter is 
taken up for consideration , 


( 2) The functions of the Students Council shall be to make suggestions to the 
appropriate authorities of the University in regard to the programmes of studies , students 
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welfare and othermatters of importance , in regard to the working of the University in general 
and such suggestions shall be made on the basis of consensus of opinion . 


(3) The Students Council shall meet at least once in an academic year preferably in the 
beginning of that year. 

41. (1 ) The first Ordinances made under sub - section ( 2) of section 31 may be amended , Ordinances , 
repealed or added to at any time by the Executive Council in the manner specified in the how made . 
following clauses. 

(2 ) No Ordinance in respect of thematters enumerated in sub -section ( 1) ofsection 31 
shall be made by the Executive Council unless a draft of such Ordinance has been proposed 
by the Academic Council . 

( 3 ) The Executive Council shall not have power to amend any draft of any Ordinance 
proposed by the Academic Council under clause ( 2 ), but may reject the proposal or return 
the draft to the Academic Council for re -consideration , either in whole or in part, together 
with any amendment which the Executive Council may suggest . 


(4 ) Where the Executive Council.has rejected or returned the draft of an Ordinance 
proposed by the Academic Council, the Academic Council may consider the question afresh 
and in case the original draft is reaffirmed by a majority of not less than two-thirds of the 
members present and voting and more than half the total number ofmembers of the Academic 
Council , the draft may be sent back to the Executive Council which shall either adopt it or 
refer it to the Visitor whose decision shall be final. 


(5) Every Ordinance made by the Executive Council shall come into effect 
immediately . 

(6 ) Every Ordinance made by the Executive Council shall be submitted to the Visitor 
within two weeks from the date of its adoption . 

( 7) The Visitor shall have the power to direct the University to suspend the operation 
of any Ordinance. 


( 8 ) The Visitor shall inform the Executive Council abouthis objection to the Ordinance 
referred to in clause (7 ) and may, after receiving the comments of the University , either 
withdraw the order suspending the Ordinance or disallow the Ordinance, and his decision 
shall be final. 


42 . ( 1) The authorities of the University may make Regulations consistent with the Regulations 
Act, the Statutes and the Ordinances for the following matters , namely : - - 

(1) laying down the procedure to be observed at their meetings and the number 
ofmembers required to form a quorum ; 

(ii) providing for all matters which are required by the Act, the Statutes or the 
Ordinances to be prescribed by Regulations; 

( iii) providing for all other matters solely concerning such authorities or 
committees appointed by them and not provided for by the Act, the Statutes or the 
Ordinances. 

(2) Every authority of the University shall make Regulations providing for the 
giving of notice to the members of such authority of the dates of meetings and of the 
business to be considered at meetings and for the keeping of a record of the proceedings 
of meetings. 

( 3) The Executive Councilmay direct the amendment in such manner as it may specify 
of any Regulation made under the Statutes or the annulment of any such Regulation . 
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Delegation 
of Powers . 


43. Subject to the provisions of the Act and the Statutes , any officer or authority of the 
University may delegate his or its powers to any other officer or authority or person under 
his or its respective control and subject to the condition that overall responsibility for the 
exercise of the powers so delegated shall continue to vest in the officer or authority delegating 
such powers .
